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Aſe of me, and JI will give thee the heathen 
for thine inheritance, and the uttermoſt parts 


of the earth for thy poſſeſſion. 


8 N 855 T is apparent, as well from the 
a M tenour of the ancient prophe- 
Cle cies, Which deſcribe and cha- 
2 racterize the Chriſtian Religion, 

8 as from the genius and com- 
5 of this Religion itſelf, and the expreſs 
declarations of it's great Author, that it was 
originally intended for the general benefit of 
mankind; and that all in order to participate 
of the benefit, muſt previouſly be favoured 
with the knowlege of it. But, when we 
examine facts, it is no leſs apparent, on the 
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60 * the beginning of the world:;” and He has 


other hand, that a large part of the known 
world ſtill remains in total ignorance of it's 
intereſting truths, and conſequently deſtitute 
of thoſe benefits, which it was doubtleſs 
formed to convey. | 

This partial, imperfect promulgation of a 


religion, evidently calculated for the advan- 


tage of all, and therefore to be propoſed to 
the acceptance of all, can perhaps be fully 
accounted for by no other wiſdom than His, 
whoſe © judgments are unſearchable, and whoſe 
« ways are paſt finding out. 

Reaſons, however, there are, diſcoverable even 


by the limited powers of human underſtand- 


ing, ſufficient to juſtify this mode of pro- 
ceeding, and to invalidate the objections urged 
againſt it. Which objections, though diffe- 
rently pointed, have all their foundation in 
one common principle; that the promiſes 


made fhould have been ſoon fulfilled, and the 


end propoſed by the Chriſtian Diſpenſation 
long ſince accompliſhed : a principle no leſs 
repugnant to the reaſon of things, than to the 
order of the prophecies, and the courſe of 


providence. 
© Known unto God are all his works from 


been 
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been graciouſly pleaſed, for the ſupport and 
comfort of mankind, to reveal even from the 
earlieſt times that ſalutary and glorious deſign, 
which all his works are directed to accom- 
pliſh : but in what manner, and at what 
period this deſign is to be completed, remains 
ſtill in his wiſdom among the ſecret counſels 
of his government. 
We are informed, however, that the 
whole of his grand diſpenſation conſiſted of 
ſeveral parts; and may thence conclude: that 
the operations, by which it was to be carried 
on, were to proceed in a ſlow and gradual 
order. | 

One part was to terminate in the Mefſiah's 
appearance. But what a length of time 
elapſed, what a ſucceſſion of ages intervened 
between the delivery of the firſt prophecy, 
and it's actual accompliſhment in this event? 
Nevertheleſs, „in the fulneſs of time” Chriſt 
came, and laid the foundations of a ſpiritual 
empire, which is finally to extend it's domi- 
nion over the whole earth. If then during 
the interval of this long delay, it had been 
folly and perverſeneſs in the antient Jews im- 
patiently to aſk, where is the promiſe of the 
« Meſſiah's coming?“ Can it be leſs fooliſh 
| . and 
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As his word aſſures us, that the Goſpel will 


and perverſe in our modern cavillers to demand 
now, where is the promiſe of the univer- 
« ſality of his kingdom?“ If the prophecies, 
which foretold it's commencement, are evi- 
dently fulfilled ; what ground is there to ſuſpect 
that thoſe relative to it's future extenſion ſhould 
fail? Is it an admiſſible inference, becauſe 
Chriſtianity has not yet overſpread the globe, 
that therefore it never will? How much more 
conſonant to the principles of reaſon ; how 
much more conformable to the known me- 
thods of Divine Providence would it be to 
infer, that ſince Chriſt appeared, and eſtabliſhed 
a kingdom at the predicted period, this king- 
dom will advance, and gradually increaſe, till 
it has finally attained that univerſal extent, 
power, and dominion which prophecy has 
aſſigned to it? This is the concluſion, which 
we ought both in candour and in juſtice to 
form, even thongh we could diſcern no im- 
mediate ſigns of it's progreſſion, and had 
nothing to depend upon but the tried and 
approved fidelity of Him, who has repeatedly 
promiſed that it ſhould ſo extend. 

But in this inſtance, ** God left not bis talf 
«© without witneſs,“ nor us without proofs, 


one 
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one day become univerſal ; ſo the operations 


of his providence have uniformly conſpired in 
carrying it forward ; and the progreſs it has 
already made, is the ſureſt pledge of it's future 
enlargement to it's deſtined amplitude. 

The Goſpel, in it's infant ſtate, was con- 
fined to a few individuals. Under the con- 
duct, however, of thaſe few, aided by the 
gifts of the holy ſpirit, it advanced and pre- 

vailed amazingly. It's light and influence 
darted almoſt inſtantaneouſly over all Judæa; 
and ſpreading thence on every ſide, ſoon pierced 
into the remoter regions of the earth. 80 
that the ways of the Lord became thus 
„ known” within an inconſiderable ſpace, 
through the principal kingdoms of the world; 
and © his ſaving health” cheered and enlivened 
many diſtant nations, which before “ fat in 


« darkneſs,” overwhelmed with“ the ſhadow 
& of death.” 


Now, this ſudden and ſurpriſing progreſs of 


the Goſpel on it's firſt promulgation, effected 
by ſuch feeble agents, in oppoſition to the 
combined force of human power, policy and 


learning, does not only exhibit a plain proof 


that it was foſtered and protected by the hand 
of che * ; but conveys likewiſe the 


cleareſt 


V111 
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eleareſt indication, that He intends to make 


it finally triumphant, acknowleged and obeyed _ 


by all mankind. «© For, hath he ſaid, and 
„ ſhall he not do it? Hath he begun, and 
% ſhall he not make an end!“ 

This, it ſhould ſeem, 1s an undeniable con- 
eluſion: but the enemies of Chriſtianity have 
here thought fit to raiſe an objection againſt the 
future general prevalency of the Goſpel, even 
upon the foundation of thoſe very arguments, 
by which it's friends are led to believe and to 
expect it. The objeQion runs thus: Though 
* it be admitted, ſay they, as unqueſtionably 
ce true, that the Apoſtles and firſt diſciples of 
e Chriſt, did by means of thoſe miraculous 


e powers which God purpoſely conferred upon 
„ them, propagate the Goſpel through all the 


ec various kingdoms of the Eaſt; yet, is it not, 


* on the contrary, as unqueſtionably evident, 
that when God withdrew thoſe miraculous 


« powers, by which alone the Goſpel had 
« advanced ſo far, he meant that it ſhould 


„ advance no further? And has it not accord- 


« ingly ſince declined, having loſt ground in 
© ſeveral countries of which | it was formerly 


ce in full Poſſeſſion 8 


This 
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This is the boaſted deiſtical objection. And 
this objection, conſidering the tone and fre- 
quency with which it is preſſed, it ſeems 
neceſſary now to refute; both as it oppoſes the 
growth and progreſs of Religion in general; 
and as it particularly tends to obſtruct the de- 
ſigns which this reſpectable Society is ſo be- 
nevolently and ſo uſefully employed in pro- 
moting. 

To this purpoſe then, Let it be obſerved, 
Firſt, that the objectors, contrary to their 
uſual method, attribute too much to the power 
of miracles when they make it the ſole efficient 
cauſe of all that ſucceſs, which attended 
Chriſtianity at it's outſet. The primary inten- 
tion of miracles was to give authentic proofs 


of a divine miſſion; and they had alſo a 


ſecondary uſe in exciting the notice of the 
public to perſons too inconſiderable in them- 
ſelves, too poor, and too illiterate to rouſe the 
attention of the great or learned ; and to in- 
duce . them to liſten to the doctrines of ſuch 
teachers. But the Goſpel had then, and has 
ſtill, an innate power, an availing efficacy of 
it's own, adapted to render it ſucceſsful. It 
has ſomething in it ſo congenial to human 
nature; ſo adequate to it's wants, fo conforma- 
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ble to it's wiſhes, that, when fairly ſtated, it 
can hardly fail of receiving the full aſſent of 
the judgment. It's reaſonableneſs recommends 
it to the underſtanding, it's amiableneſs to the 
unperverted affections of mankind. Conſcious 
therefore of it's truth and excellence, of it's 
perfect agreement with right reaſon, and of 
it's fitneſs to anſwer the neceſſities of ſuch 
beings as we are, the firſt Preachers of the 
Goſpel propoſed it ſimply and ſincerely to the 
world, in a plain argumentative manner, de- 
pending upon the propriety and ſtrength of 
their arguments, for the rational conviction of 
thoſe who were diſpoſed to give them a candid 
hearing. Regulating themſelves by this inar- 
tificial mode of proſecuting their cauſe, which 
truth and innocence could alone ſuggeſt, by 
the mere weight of ſound reaſoning, they 
made, we are aſſured, numberleſs converts. 
Where this mode proved unſucceſsful, and men 
were deaf to the voice of reaſon, there, it is 
obſervable, the force of miracles was ſpent 
upon them with as little effect. 

The evidence of Chriſtianity was never 
meant to be of an higher rate than i is ſufficient 
to convince rational and free agents, deſirous 
of arriving at the knowlege of the truth, and 
| attentive 
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attentive to the proofs by which it is ſup- 
ported. To gain therefore the attention of 
the hearers, as well as to confirm the divine 
miſſion of the preachers, miracles were often 
diſplayed. And to theſe ends they were ad- 
mirably adapted. But in this view they ma- 
nifeſtly appear to have been intended rather as 


preparatives to, than as enforcements of, the 


Chriſtian faith. They ſerved, in the pro- 
phetic language, to prepare the way of the 
* Lord, and to open a highway for our God.” 
They ſerved to exalt the vallies, and to de- 
% preſs the hills; to make the crooked ſtrait, 
„ and the rough places ſmooth.” That is, 
they ſerved, in leſs metaphorical terms, to 
humble the pride, to correct the perverſeneſs, 
and to remove the prejudices of mankind ; 
that all fleſh might be able to ſee,” and diſ- 


poſed to accept, the proffered * ſalvation of 
* 

When the Apoſtles by theſe external means, 
had prepared the perſons to whom they ad- 
dreſſed themſelves, to allow the Goſpel an 
attentive hearing, they ſeem then to have 
truſted chiefly to it's internal energy for effect- 


ing their perfect conviction, for engaging their 
B 2 belief, 
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belief, and for ſecuring their obedicace. Nor 
in this were they deceived. For it is, 
Secondly, to be obſerved, that the Goſpel 
did accordingly advance, and extend it's in- 
fluence among various nations, merely by vir- 
tue of it's intrinſic worth, excluſive of the 
aid and concurrence of miracles. The Apoſtles, 
though armed with miraculous powers, were 
nevertheleſs very ſparing in the exerciſe and 
application of them with reſpect to the purpoſe | 
of enforcing their doctrine. They choſe rather 
to inſtruct than to aſtoniſh, to perſuade than to 
terrify their audience. Their manner was,” to 
elucidate ſcripture, to . reaſon” the points, 
to preſs them home on the underſtanding, and 
to leaye them there to produce their natural 
effects. Thoſe © demonſtrations of the ſpirit” 
which the primitive diſciples moſt {olicitouſly 
exhibited, were fidelity in delivering, zeal in 
promoting, and care in adorning ** the truth 
« of God.” And while they continued to 
« abound in theſe graces,” with what a reſiſt- 


leſs force, with what an aſtoniſhing rapidity 
did the Goſpel urge it's progreſs? If, being 


then unknown; it required miracles at the 


early periods of it's promulgation, as credentials 
of it's divine original ; yet that requiſite be- 
. came 
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came daily leſs eſſential, as it's nature, ten- 


dency, and effects became more viſible and 


better underſtood. When it gained the oppor- 


tunity of ſhewing it's real character, and of 
diſplaying it's internal excellencies ; theſe alone 
operated ſo.powerfully on the judgment ; and 
ſo thoroughly engaged the affections of man- 
kind, as to render all foreign adventitious aids 
ſuperfluous and unneceflary. The benignity of 
it's conſtitution, the ſublimity of it's doctrine, 
the purity of it's precepts, and the amiable- 
neſs of it's fruits, were no ſooner obſerved 
than admired. Theſe, and not miracles, prin- 
cipally imparted to the Goſpel that command- 
ing influence by which it prevailed. Theſe, 
and not miracles, principally recommended it 
to the protection of the great, to the counte- 
nance of the learned, and to the general ap- 
probation of all mankind. 


While it's profeſſors maintained a becoming 


regard to it's honour and intereſts; while they 
were anxious to adjuſt their practice to it's 
rules, and to manifeſt their excellency by 
« good works,” the Goſpel, notwithſtanding 
the ceſſation of miracles, ſtill continued to 
| ſpread and to advance; ſtill went on to en- 
large it's dominion. If it unhappily after- 

| | wards 
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wards began to decline, and loſe ground in 


certain places, this evidently was the fault of 


men and of times, by no means the fault of 
the Goſpel. The Goſpel had long before 
ſhewn itſelf able to make it's way, provided 
it's profeſſors acted their part, and were atten- 


tive to ſupport it's credit. And therefore that 


it's progreſs was now ſtopped, or it's light 
nearly extinguiſhed, muſt be attributed to their 


negligence, their corruption, and their vices, 


But here it ſhould be remembered to the 
honour of the Goſpel, and as a proof of it's 
ſuperiour efficacy, that even in ſueh degenerate 
ſtates the knowlege of the Lord” never 


failed, till every other valuable knowlege had 


previouſly failed among them; nor did real 
piety ever decline, till reaſon and go0d ſenſe 
had declined before it. 

As the Goſpel was committed to the care 
of it's profeſſors, it's fate in the world muſt 
neceſſarily depend upon their management and 
conduct. And fince both have frequently 
varied in every age, can it be deemed ſtrange 
that the (circumſtances and appearance of our 
holy religion ſhould vary likewiſe in the ſame 
proportion? Can it be deemed ſtrange, that the 
Goſpel, whoſe ſucceſs muſt naturally be affected 
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by the fluctuating diſpoſitions of men, ſhould 
itſelf be ſubje& to great fluctuations, and fink 
or riſe with the character of the times ? But, 


whatever deflections it has undergone, and 


whatever obſtructions it has occaſionally met 
with, yet hiſtory evinces, that it's motion, on 
the whole, has been evidently progreſſive. If 
it has been forced to retire from ſome countries, 
it has been able through the grace and pro- 
vidence of God, to penetrate far into others. 
If it relinquiſhed the Eaſtern, it was to 
viſit the Weſtern hemiſpere, And if the 
inhabitants of that hemiſphere do but ſhew 
the ſame virtuous diſpoſitions ; the ſame wil- 


lingneſs to be taught the truth, and the ſame 


readineſs to embrace it, that other Gentiles 
formerly ſhewed: and if the miſſionaries, and 
miniſters of the Goſpel uſe the ſame pious and 
prudent means; exert the ſame zeal and dili- 
gence in preaching, employ the ſame care and 
concern in adorning it, as it's firſt teachers 
did : then will it's light gradually extend, and 
it's influence daily increaſe, till it has obtained 
the «© dominion from {ea to ſca; and from the 
«& flood to the world's end.” Which leads 
me to remark, 

* hirdly, that the methods 1 in the 
| ori iginal promulging of Chriſtianity, are ſtill the 
moſt 
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moſt fit and efficacious to be employed in the 
propagation of it. For as genuine Chriſtianity 
is always the ſame; contains the ſame internal 
excellencies, breathes the ſame ſpirit of bene- 


volence, carries the ſame weight for enforcing 
_ conviction, that it ever did: and, as human 


nature is likewiſe the ſame in all ages and cli- 
mates; equally docile and improveable now, as 


it was in preceding times; open to the ſame 


arguments, to be influenced by the ſame per- 
ſuaſions ; can it poſſibly be doubted, that the 
ſame experienced means, by which the Goſpel 
got footing in the world, are till the means 
beſt adapted to extend, and to convey it for- 
ward? 

Hence then it appears of the higheſt mo- 


ment, that our miſſionaries ſhould keep a fixed 


and ſteady eye on the conduct of the Apoſtles; 
ſhould attentively obſerve in what manner they 
propounded the faith; by what arguments 
they ſupported; by what methods they recom- 
mended it. 

Nor is it in this general form alone that 
their example ſhould be followed ; it will be 
found moreover of eſſential ſervice, to adopt 
their particular mode of argumentation. For, 
as that mode; enlivened by a manly delicacy 
of addreſs, and ſtrengthened by a happy dex- 

terity 


of 
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terity of enforcement, was amazingly efficacious 
in the converſion of unbelievers *, fo the imi- 
tation of it at this time, might often be at- 
tended with ſimilar effects, where blunt, un- 
affectionate, though ſtrong reaſoning has proved 
uninfluencing and unſucceſsful. 

It is upon this conſideration,” I would cha- 
ritably hope, that a kindred ſociety of another 
communion is ſo careful in ſelecting their moſt 


active and ſkilful divines for carrying on the 


work of their miſſions. And fince the Preachers 
of the Goſpel have now no claim to ſuper- 
natural powers, the larger ſtock of natural 
abilities they are endowed with, the more likely 
is their miniſtry to be attended with ſucceſs, 
For they who have accurately ſtudied the 
frame and conſtitution of the human mind, 
and are dextrous in their application to it's 
various movements, will neceſſarily produce 


__— 


quicker and more permanent impreſſions, than 


thoſe who are either deſtitute of theſe talents, 
or leſs induſtrious in the exerciſe of them. 
Though the miſſionaries of the Romiſh 
Church are trained by early culture in the 
arts of perſuaſion, and have by ſteady perſe- 
verance and uncealing attention to their object 


prevailed on many untutored ſavages on the 
" - 30 Northern

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Northern frontier to embrace their opinions : : 


and though this Society, ſtruggling with hard- 


| ſhips from which theirs is exempt, finds it- 


ſelf incapable of counteracting their efforts to 


the extent it could wiſh, by employing 1 men 


of very ſhining abilities: yet if thoſe. plain 
and faithful agents, whom they do employ, 
were but favoured with the local affiſtance of 
an able Superiour and Guide, who might 
direct their ſtudies to the moſt neceſſary points, 
regulate their labours to the beſt advantage, 
and properly inſtruct them in particular emer- 
gencies, it cannot be doubted but that the en- 
croachments of Popery would ſoon be checked; 
that * the pure word of the Lord would have 
« jt's free courſe,” and RO baffle the 
ſophiſtry of error. 

But notwithſtanding this ane defect, 
too heavily felt, and indeed too long diſregarded, 
the Society ſhould not yet deſpond, nor ſlacken 
their ardour ; ſince through the bleſſing of hea- 
ven, their labours have not been altogether fruit- 
leſs, © For there is now a very hopeful and im- 
«« proving appearance of religion in the public 
« worſhip of God, according to the rites of 


« the church of England, in a great number 


Sf churches, and many of them newly 
* raiſed 
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GG A effected by the means, and ſupported 
* by the procurement of this worthy Cor- 
«poration *.” 

Their firſt and principal care was exerted 
in ſettling what may be termed central 
churches, for the benefit of the moſt populous 


places; where Chriſtians, being well inſtructed 


themſelves in the principles of their religion, 


might be better enabled to explain it to, and 


enforce it on others. This method of plant- 
ing the Goſpel is ſtrictly conformable to the 
apoſtolical plan, and is no leſs wiſe than uſeful. 
For ſuch a plan is not only beneficial in con- 


firming and perpetuating the profeſſion of 


Chriſtianity among thoſe who believe; which 
is the firſt branch of this commendable inſti- 
tution ; but is conducive alſo to that other 
branch of it, the Propagation of the Goſpel 
« among Infidels.” For in proportion as it's 
doctrines are faithfully taught, it's precepts 
affectionately inculcated, and the joint influence 
of both is diſcernible in the lives of it's pro- 


feſſors, will it's light extend, and ſhine on 


thoſe who till remain immerſed in ignorance, 
barbariſm, and ſuperſtition : : and when they 
view the glory of that light bend forth in 

3 the

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the amiable behaviour and diſintereſted virtues 
of men already illuminated, the ſooner and 
the more effectually will they be brought, 
from their brutal and idolatrous es cc to 
« ſerve the living and true God.“ 

Of this we may hope to obtain in time viſible 
and pleaſing proofs. Since, if that ſpirit of 
emigration into the back ſettlements, which 
now prevails in many of our colonies *, be, 
as is aſſerted, really attended with, © the ſpirit 
« of knowlege, and of the fear of the Lord; 
if our people, who remove thither, carry with 
them a due ſenſe of religion, and a well go- 
verned zeal for it's intereſts ;. if they are care- 


ful to diſplay in their various intercourſe with 


the neighbouring Indians thoſe engaging vir- 
tues, which pure Chriſtianity naturally in- 
ſpires 3 what favourable impreſſions may then 
be made upon them! How far may they then 
be © drawn by theſe cords of love!? 

The ruling principle of the Goſpel is bene- 


volence. And acts of benevolence are not 


only the moſt perceptible, but perhaps the 
moſt effectual arguments, to recommend it to 
an Indian mind. Kindneſs, generoſity, and 
mild treament are agreeable to every nature 
the moſt cultivated is attached by them, the 
| ; | moiſt 
See Abſtract for the year 1774, P. 25, && 
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moſt ſavage feels their charms. By theſe means, 
long and ſteadily exerted by a late diſtinguiſhed 
native of the American continent, to whom 


this Society is not leſs indebted for his active 


labours in the cauſe of Religion, than the 
community at large is to his eminent ſervices 
in the field, and the introduction of the arts 
of civil life among a rude and barbarous 
people, ſome Indian tribes were at firſt gained 


over to our intereſt, and then became converts 


to our faith. And if the inhabitants of the 
confines would but obſerve ſimilar meaſures, 
which is only to obſerve the precepts of the 
Goſpel, they might contribute more to the 
enlargement of Chriſt's kingdom, than previous 
to the trial, they could well conceive: and 
might obtain in return ſuch comforts of per- 
| ſonal ſafety, ſuch advantages from a fair and 
extenſive commerce as no other expedient could 
poſſibly ſecure. They would then probably ex- 
perience the truth of the prophetical prediction 
in a ſenſe more literal than that in which it is ge- 

nerally underſtood. The wolf would dwell 
« with the lamb, and the leopard would lie 


«© down with the kid *:” the ſavage and the 
civilized would live together in harmony and 


. actuated both 3 the ſame motives, 


* Ifaiah 2i.6. 


influenced 
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influenced both by the proſpect of the ſame 
rewards: the endearing motives of mutual 
benevolence, the animating rewards of tem- 
poral and eternal happineſs. 
As the progreſs of religion towards the Indian 
ſettlements extends, it is reaſonable to expect 
that all the inhabitants of the interiour parts will, 
as they become capable of ſupporting their own 
miniſters, be forward to releaſe the Society's miſ- 
ſionaries, who are much wanted, and earneſtly 
ſolicited in more diſtant, unprovided places. 
This neceſſary intimation, it is to be hoped, | 


they will readily comply with, as well from 


a ſenſe of gratitude for the Society's paſt 
fayours, as from motives of good-will towards 
their uninſtructed brethren. | 

With reſpe& to another object of the So- 
ciety's moſt attentive regard, the wretched 
Africans, who torn from their country, from 
all the charities of life, by a traffic as inhuman 
in the mode of carrying it on, as it is un- 
juſtifiable in it's principle, are condemned to 
perpetual bondage; there is reaſon to appre- 


hend that the remonſtrances made from hence 


to their maſters, aided by the example which the 
Society has ſet in the management of it's own 


plantation, and ſtrengthened by the more 


powerful 
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powerful conſiderations of intereſt and good poli- 
cy; have procured for them, in general, a milder 
treatment than they formerly experienced. 
And as more ſchools are opened for theit in- 
ſtruction, and more time allowed them to 
purſue and acquire it; ſo it may be preſumed 
that the obvious benefits ariſing from this 
indulgence, the ftriking improvement which 
the precepts of Chriſtianity are found to 
occaſion in their temper and their conduct, 
will induce the community to grant them 
by degrees ſome additional advantages, as their 
fidelity and good behaviour ſhall further re- 
commend them to the favour of the public. 
From theſe ſeveral views of the i improving 


| ſtate of religion in our colonies, we : have not 


4 ** 


prophecies relative to the univerſality of Chtiſt's 

kingdom will all be fulfilled at their appointed 
period; but we have alſo ſufficient encourage- 
ment, from the progreſs already made, to pro- 
ceed with alacrity, and to contribute our part 
to their more perfect accompliſhment. The 
univerſal eſtabliſhment of Chriſt's kingdom is 
the work of ages; and each age is bound by 
every tie to labour towards it's completion, 


The prophecies ſtand recorded in the ſacred 


volume 
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volume as pledges to aſſure us of the final 


event; and they then produce in our minds 


their intended influence, when they excite our 
moſt active endeavours to bring that event 


to paſs. The Almighty can, doubtleſs, effect 
his purpoſes without the intervention of human 
aſſiſtance; but ſince he has been pleaſed to 


take us in, as fellow- workers with him, in 


the execution of his gracious plan, it is our 
indiſpenſable duty to perform with diligence 
thoſe various parts of it, which he has com- 


mitted to our charge. The moſt important 
of theſe, is that which tends to the moral 


improvement of mankind; that which teaches 


them to live religiouſly in this world, that they 
may be happy in the other. 


In this ſupreme work, then, of Chriſtian cha- 


rity, which is no leſs honourable to ourſelves, 


than beneficial to thoſe on whom it is employed, 
« Jet us not grow weary, or faint in our 
c minds.” The cauſe of religion is the cauſe 
of God; which he will never ſuffer finally to 
ſink or fail. He ruleth over all the kingdoms 
of the earth; and has the hearts of their in- 
habitants, all, in his hands. And as he opens 
the hearts of ſome to make liberal contribu- 


i tions for promoting his Goſpel; ſo will he 


open 
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open the hearts .of others to receive the truths 
of that Goſpel, which we are thus enabled to 
impart. Great is the ſucceſs with which the 
Society has been already bleſſed, notwithſtand- 
ing the difficulties they had to combat, and 
the comparatively few agents they have to em- 
ploy. But, now that the principal difficulties 
are vanquiſhed, and the communications en- 
larged, how much greater, may we reaſonably 
hope, will our ſucceſſes hereafter be, when 
our hands ſhall be ſtrengthened, and we ſhall 


be enabled to provide a more ſpeedy and local 


ſupply of able, and native miſſionaries. 


For then having numbers ready to be ſent 


on any ſervice, which the intereſts of religion 


may require; the Goſpel would not only ſtand 
confirmed among thoſe that already believe it's 
truths; but daily advance among the un- 
inſtructed Indians; till tribe after tribe, and na- 


tion after nation, become the tribes and nations 


of the Lord ; till he finally gain * the heathen 
for his inheritance, and the uttermoſt ; parts

An Abfiraf® of the 


Newfoundland, 


Two letters have been received from the 


Rev. Mr. Langman in the courſe of this year. 


In the firſt of them he writes that the number 
of families in St. John's, and the number 


of communicants;' are rather increaſing ; and 


in the ſecond he gives the following account 
of his miſſion, that from November 1773 
to October 1774 he hath baptiſed 35 infants, 
buried 23 corpſes, and married 13 couple. 
The number of his communicants are about 
26; number of families, Engliſh. and Iriſh, 
about 140; number of ſouls, excluſive of the 
garriſon, 1047. 1 5 

Three letters have been received from the 
Rev. Mr. Balfour. In the firſt he intimates a 
wiſh to be removed to Harbor Grace, if that 
miſſion be ſtill undiſpoſed of; repreſenting it 
as a more populous and beneficial miſſion than 
Trinity Bay, where great poverty, and a bad 
fiſhing ſeaſon, have rendered his people in a 
manner incapable of paying, and. himſelf as 
incapable of inſiſting upon his legal demands. 
He hath no glebe ; nor, if he had, would it 
anſwer the expence of cultivation. He hath 
made his. uſual circuit round the Bay, in the 
courſe of which he married 6 couple, and 
baptiſed ſeveral children. He hath. permitted 
a ſober and well diſpoſed old man to read 
rayers every Sunday to the people of Old 
Particun 6 young people have been admitted 
| to 
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to the communion, but he hath loſt 7 of 1 old 


communicants by emigration and death. The 


baptiſms of the laſt year were 3o, marriages 


„ funerals 11. The numbers at Trinity are 
406 men, half of them Papiſts, 127 women, 
all of them Proteſtants, and 185 children. 


The Society have permitted My. Balfour to 


exchange his preſent miſſion for Harbor Grace; 
but no notice having been received of his 
removal to that miſſion, or of his final ac- 


ceptance of it, it hath been thought propes to 


deſcribe him as miſſtonary at Trinity Bay. 

The Society have received no account from 
Mr. Griggs in the courſe of the year, in re- 
lation to the finga of his ſchool. ;

The Society hath been favoured with os 
minutes of the Correſponding Committee, and 
upon their recommendation have appointed 
Mr. Fiſher, who was educated at the college 
of Cambridge in New England, to be School- 
maſter at Granville (in the room of Mr. Mo- 
riſon, who hath reſigned) with the uſual ſa- 
lary of 10/. per annum, commencing from 
Lady-day laſt. — Mr. Peters is appointed 
Schoolmaſter at Halifax with the like falary 
from Midſummer laſt, in the room of Mr. 


Edward Broadfield, who ſucceeded Mr. Jones, 


and is dead.

Fundy, who can receive no benefit from the 
eſtabliſhed miſſionaries.

ment. The Doctor obſerves, that while the

as it hath ever been his ſtudy and practice to 
inculcate the. unity of the. ſpirit in the bond 
of peace, as tending moſt effectually to pro- 
mote the pious views of the venerable Society, 
The. number of ſouls in Halifax are 3000;

The Rev. Mr. Wood, Miſſionary at Anna- 
polis Royal and Granville, acquaints the So= 
ciety that he hath laboured under a very bad 
ſtate of health the greateſt part of laſt year, 
but hath not been diſabled from performing 
his duty. He lives in peace and harmony with. 
all his people; the greateſt part of the Diſ- 
A 3 n ſlſenters 
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ſenters occaſionally attend TRY on Sundays. 
His congregation is regular and devout; and 
his communicants are from 20 to zo. . 

The Rev. Mr. Bennett, in the ſeveral town- 
ſhips belonging to his miſſion, hath 65 commu- 
nicants. In the laſt year the number of baptiſms 
have been 56, marriages 13, burials 13. The

The Rev. Mr. Eagleſon, Miſſionary in 
Cumberland County, at the requeſt of the 
Governor of the iſland of St. John, and with

autumn of 1773, where he baptifed ſeveral chil- 
dren, 2 in particular of te Governor's, 1 
of the Attorney | General's, and of the Hon. 

He preached at Charlotte Town | 
three ſeveral Sundays, viſited St. Peter's, Stan- 
hope, Traccady, and Malpeck or Prince Town, 
reading prayers and preaching at molt of thoſe 
places, to the ſatisfaction of a ſerious and 
well- -difpoſed people, who appeared happy in 
an opportunity of attending the church-ſer- 


vice, and hearing a Proteſtant clergyman for 


the firſt time fince St. John's was made a 
ſeparate government. The Society have per- 
mitted Mr. Eagleſon to reviſit the iſland, if 
the Correſponding Committee ſhall judge it to 
be conſiſtent with the duty of his own miſſion; 
the ſtate of which remains much the' fame as 
the laſt year, with a proſpe& of increaſe from 

| Emigration, 
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emigration, as many Engliſh farmers are com- 
ing to ſettle in that part of the country. 
Mr. Eagleſon allots the greateſt ſhare of his 
attendance to Cumberland; but preaches alſo 
to a full and decent congregation at Sackville 
or Trantamore, as often as the roads and ſeaſon 
will permit, and in the laſt year hath baptiſed 
37 children, married 6 couple, and buried 3 
erſons, 2 of whom died accidentall 

A letter, dated Salem, New — No- 
vember 14, 1774, from the Rev. Mr. William 
Ellis, appointed Itinerant Miſſionary in Nova 
Scotia in April laſt, gives a very affecting 
detail of the difficulties and diſtreſſes he had 
ſuffered during a tedious voyage, and upon the 
coaſts of New 1 and in attempting to 
get a paſſage to Halifax; from the unhappy 
circumſtance of the ſmall-pox having broke 
out in the ſhip that conveyed him from Great 
Britain. He makes very honourable mention 
of the civilities he received from Mr. M“Gil- 
chriſt, the Society's worthy Miſſionary at Salem, 
and aſſures the Society that he will attempt to 
reach Halifax in the courſe of thy W 
even at _ hazard of his life.

Ws 
In reſpect to Dr. Byles's own miſſion, he 
writes that matters remain much as they were, 
and that in the laſt half year his baptiſins have 
been 55, marriages 11, buniaks 15, 
The Society have been favoured with a 


letter from his Excellency Governor Went- 


worth, aſſuring them of the inability of the 
people of Portſmouth to ſupport a miniſter 


without the affiſtance of the Society, and of 
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the bad conſequences to religion that will enſue 
from their withdrawing it. They therefore 
think it expedient to profeſs their intention of 
paying all due regard to his Excellency's re- 
preſentation. With that view the miſſion hath 
been long ago offered to a perſon of diſtin- 
guiſhed character, but from the miſcarriage of 
letters that perſon's reſolution hath not yet 
been notified to the Society. As ſoon as that 
hath been done,. the Society will appoint that 
| worthy perſon, or ſome other, to that impor- 
tant miſſion, with as large an allowance as 
the circumſtances of the Society will juſtify. 

A letter from Mr. Badger, dated October 
10, 1774, brings the Society the firſt authentic 
information of his having, through inability 
to perform ſo laborious a duty, quitted the 


the itinerant miſſion of New Hampſhire, and 


engaged himſelf as an aſſiſtant to Dr. Caner 
at Boſton. His former. notice given in the 
preceding April never reached the Society, 


whom he now thanks very reſpectfully for * 


their aſſiſtance; and aſſures them of the in- 
creaſing ſtate of the miſſion, at the time of 


his leaving it.

The Society have received one letter from 
Mr. Cole, their Schoolmaſter at Claremont, 
of a diſtant date, in which he hath omitted to 
give any account of the ſtate of his ſchool. 

From the former of two letters received 
from Mr. Bailey, Miſſionary at Pownalboro', 
the Society learn that the people have built an 
elegant pulpit and reading-deſk, with furni- 
ture of crimſon damaſk. That after many_ 
difficulties he, by the aſſiſtance of the worthy 
Dr. Gardener, is reſtored to a quiet and peace- 
able enjoyment of his parſonage-hquſe — 
and that within the laſt year he hath bap- 
tiſed 51 children, and 4 adults. The latter 
contains an account of his having viſited the 
upper ſettlements on the Kennebeck River to 
the diſtance of fifty miles ; and of the immi- 
nent dangers incurred by himfelf, and many of 
his pariſhioners, on account of their fidelity 
and obedience to government. \ 

The Society have received three "ON from 
the Rev. Mr. Wiſwall. In the firſt of which 
he, at the requeſt of Dr. Gardener, recommends 
the eſtabliſhment of a miſſion at Gardenerſtown, 
and the places adjacent. But although the 
Society are well convinced of the propriety of 
the propoſal, and would moſt gladly co-operate 
with Dr. Gardener in every uſeful plan, neither 
the preſent ſtate of the colonies, nor the circum- 
ſtances of the Society are fuch, as can render 
the propoſed eſtabliſhment at this time ad- 
viſeable. Mr. Wiſwall's ſecond letter makes 

| honourable 
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honourable mention of Mr. Waldo, who hath 
depolited a handſome ſum of money with Mr. 
Wiſwall, for the purchaſe of a lot of land for 
the uſe of the church; and contains an ac- 
count of the increaſe of his pariſh, ſince the 
year 1764, from 23 to 110 adult males. The 
number of families are 85, communicants 35, 
baptiſms 30, marriages 3, burials 17. In the 
third letter Mr. Wiſwall deſcribes the diffi- 
culties he hath to encounter, as an epiſcopal 
miniſter and ſervant of the Society, from the 
eivil diſtractions of the province; and acquaints 
the Society that the proprietors of the town 
have granted ſixty acres of the undivided lands 
for the uſe of himſelf and his ſucceſſors; 
which, though yielding no preſent advantage, 
may in future time be of conſiderable value. 

The Rev. Mr. Baſs in the laſt year hath 
baptiſed 30 infants and 1 adult in his own 


pariſh, and 11 in the province of New Hamp- 


ſhire, and hath admitted 2 new communi- 
cants. The Rev. Mr. Winſlow writes, that 
the church at Braintree hath been repaired and 
enlarged. That he hath upwards of 50 com- 
municants, and hath baptiſed 8 white and 2 
negro infants, and 1 adult of 7o years of age. 
He hath undertaken, jointly with Mr. Clarke, 
that the church at Bridgewater ſhall be ſerved 
once a month. Mr. Thompſon's congrega- 


tions are peaceable and flouriſhing. His people 
at Scituate have, at a very conſiderable ex- 


pence, put the parſonage-houſe, and barn, and

Three letters have been received from the 
Rev. Mr. Clarke, the Society's faithful Miſ- 
ſionary at Stoughton and Dedham; who in 
the courſe of the year hath baptiſed 6 infants 
and 3 adults, and hath admitted 2 new com- 
municants. 


The Rev. Mr. John Graves, Miſſionary at 


Providence, Rhode-Iſland, adminiſters the ſa- 


crament on the firſt Sunday of each month 
throughout the year. On every Sunday du- 
ring the Summer he catechiſeth the children, 
and in a ſermon explains ſome part of the 
church catechiſm, and hath continued this 


practice for eighteen years. In the laſt half 


year, ending at Lady-day 1774, he baptiſed 
6 children, married 6 couple, and buried 5 
adults. He hath about 5o communicants, as 
before, at Providence, and 15 at Warwick ; 


at which place he hath in the year preached 


twenty times, and four times adminiſtered the 
holy communion. | | 

The Society have been addreſſed by the 
clergy of Connecticut, and others, in the be- 
half of Guildford, and by the former in favour 
of Middletown. But the preſent ſtate of the

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Many applications having been made to the 
Society in the behalf of the people of Fairfield: 
and Mr. Marſhall who was firſt recommended 
for that miſſion, having determined to continue 
at Woodbury, the Society have appointed the 
Rev. Mr. Sayre, the Eventual Miſſionary at 
Fairfield, with a ſalary of 2 5. per annum, wiſh- 
ing at the ſame time that a re-eſtabliſhment of 
his health may enable him to reſume his former 
miſſion at Newburgh. 

The Rev. Mr. Dibblee writes, that being 
blefſed with an uncommon (hare of health in 
the decline of life, he is able to attend the 
duties of his extenſive cure; that there is no 
material alteration in the religious ſtate of his 
pariſh; and that notwithſtanding many emigra- 
tions into the interior parts of the country, there 
hath been an acceſſion to the church, and an 
increaſe of communicants. In the year he hath 
baptiſed 80 children. Mr. Matthew Graves's 
congregation, though poor, have with diffi- 
culty erected a South gallery in the church at 
New London. Within the year he hath tra- 

velled above fix hundred miles, preached mor 
than thirty times, and baptiſed 9g eto 
one family. In his own miſſion he hath bap- 
tiſed 15 children, married 6 couple, and buried 

6 perſons. - 
The Society's faithfal old Miſſionary Mr. 
John Beach hath about 120 church families, 
above 500. hearers, and 230 actual communi- 
cants at Newtown ; and at Reading about 300 
hearers, 
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hearers, and 110 communicants. The num- 


ber of baptiſms in both pariſhes i is about roo 


in a year. The number in the laſt half year 
was 57, within which he had the ſatisfaction 


of admitting ſeveral new communicants. 

The ſtate of the Rev. Mr. Hubbard's mit. 
ſion continueth the ſame as uſual. His people 
are religious and loyal. In the courſe of tha 
year he hath baptiſed 47 infants and 3 adults, 
married 8 couple, buried 12 corpſes, and ad- 
mitted 3 new communicants. He hath taken a 
Journey to Laneſborough, an hundred miles from 
New Haven; at which place, and at Goſhen, he 
performed divine ſervice to a decent congrega- 
tion, and baptiſed ſeveral children. He hath per- 
formed divine ſervice alſo at Guildford, Kil- 


lingworth, and Branford, ſea-port towns in the 


neighbourhood of New Haven; and in the 
courſe of the year hath baptiſed 30 children. 

The Rev. Mr. Viets in the laſt year hath 
baptiſed 66 infants, married 3 couple, buried 
8, and hath 45 communicants. In the laſt 
letter received from Mr. Mansfield, dated 
December 1773, the Society are informed that 
he performs divine ſervice and preaches alter- 
nately in his two churches; that the church 
families are 125, actual communicants 110, 
baptiſms in the laſt year 29. 

Mr. Leaming acquaints the Soeiety, that he 
hath preached at various and diſtant places 
that are deſtitute of a clergyman; at Killing- 
mers Guildford, Litchfield, and Fairfield.

received in June 1774, containeth only a ſhort

The Society take this firſt opportunity of 
lamenting the great loſs ſuſtained by them 


ſelves, and by the clergy and members of the 


church of England in North America, in the 
ſudden death of that reſpectable perſon. Sir 
William Johnſon ; whoſe liberality and zeal 
in the caule of religion, directed by great ex- 
perience, and good judgment in pointing out 
the proper means of promoting it, rendered 
him a moſt eminently uſeful correſpondent and 
friend to the Society. Sir William's laſt letter, 
dated March 8, 1774, notifies Mr. Moſley's 
reſignation, and fully explaining the peculiar 

importance 
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an earneſt wiſh and deſire that ſome diſcreet 
and judicious. perſon may ſoon be appointed 


by the Society for the ſupply of the vacancy. - 


The Society, confiding in the opinion, and 
anxious to ſhew reſpect to the memory of Sir 
William Johnſon, have never intermitred their 
enquiries after a perſon fitly qualified, and 
willing to engage in that miſſion; and, as ſoon 
as ſuch an one can be procured, will give him 
an appointment, with the former ſalary, 
Several letters nave been received from 
the Society's faithful friend and correſpon- 
dent the Rev. Dr. Auchmuty. A letter from 
the Rev. Dr. Ogilvie recommends the in- 
habitants of Frederickſburgh to the notice of 
the Society, and promiſes that a glebe of at leaſt 
one hundred acres of the beſt improved land, 
the right of which was veſted in himſelf and 
two other gentlemen of rank and character, 
ſhall be located, and conveyed to the Society 
for the uſe of the church. The Society's 
grateful acceptance of this propoſal probably 
never reached that worthy perſon, whoſe death 
followed ſoon after; and therefore it is thought 
proper to give. this public aſſurance, that, as 
ſoon as the uſual requiſites are performed, the 
Society will aſſiſt the people of Frederickſ- 
burgh with a competent ſhare of their bounty. 
By a letter with which the Society have been 
favoured by Mr. Livingſton, it appears, that 
from various and unavoidable impediments, 


: | the 


importance of the Johnſtown miſſion, contains, 
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the long depending buſineſs of the Talbot 
eſtates, though advanced in it's progreſs, i is not 
even yet brought to a concluſion. 

The Rev. Mr. Cutting's miſſion is in it's 
uſual ſtate. He lives on very amicable terms 
with the Diſſenters; in the courſe of the year 
hath baptiſed 36 children and 7 adults, and 
admitted 6 new communicants. He hath at 
laſt found out a perſon, Mr. John Leffert, a 

ſon. of character, to undertake the ſchool 
erected by the Society to the South ef Hemp- 
ſtead; and, upon his recommendation, the 
Society have appointed him Schoolmaſter, with 
the uſual ſalary. 

A petition hath been very lately received 
from the church-wardens, veſtry, and pro- 
feſſors of the church in Huntingdon, Brook 
haven, Iſlip, and Queen's village, requeſting 
the appointment of a Miſſionary in the room 
of their late worthy paſtor Mr. Greaton, with: 


the former allowance from the Society, to 


which they hope they ſhall be able to add 20“. 
ſterling. But the Society, conſidering the 
propoſed ſubſcription as inſufficient, nor pro- 
perly engaged for on the part of the petitioners, 
have thought it advifable for the preſent to, 
poſtpone the appointment. 

Ihe Rev. Mr. Avery aſſures the Society that 

Mr. Wetmore carefully attends upon his ſchool, 
and inſtructs ten or twelve poor children upon 
the bounty of the Society. He hath bap- 


tiſed 37 White and 4 black infants, and 4 
white 
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wikis adults, ad 7, and ward g. The 
Rev. Mr. Charlton's congregation continues to 
fill his church, and Mr. Egberts is diligent. 
Mr. Seabury's miſſion is in it's uſual ſtate. 
His baptiſms have been 49, and he hath ad- 
mitted 3 new communicants. 

No material alteration hath banged in the 
miſſion at Albany. The Rev. Mr. Munro, 


being determined by a declining ſtate of health 


to reſign that miſſion at the enſuing Midſum- 
mer, very properly gives timely notice of his 
intention ; acknowledging at the ſame time 
his own obligations to the Society. And the 
Society, confiding in the late Sir William 
Johnſon's aſſurance of Mr. Munro's diligence 
in his function, think it a point of juſtice to 


take their leave of him with this public teſti- 


mony to his uſefulneſs. 


The Rev. and worthy Mr. Stuart acquaints 


the Society that the Indians continue their 
regular attendance on divine ſervice, and that 
their morals are much improved fince his 
reſidence among them. But he can ſeldom 


preach to them for want of a conſtant inter- 


preter ; and ſuch he is unable to procure, 


The Liturgy, and the ſeveral offices of bap- 


tiſm, marriage, &c. he can read to them, 
and can converſe tolerably well with them on 
common ſubjects in their own language: but 
ſuch is the ſterility of it (though the moſt 
eopious of apy Indian language upon the con- 
tinent) that a perſon, who is not entirely

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adults ; RITES 5, burials 10. 


maſter of it, cannot convey to them ny 
diſtinct ideas on divine ſubjects. 

The Indians frequently complain of the 
want of books in their own language. In 
order to ſupply this want, he was encouraged 
by the late Sir William Johnſon to undertake 
a tranſlation of a part of the New Teſtament, 
which Sir William promiſed to print at his 
own expence; and, with the aſſiſtance of an 
Indian who underſtands Engliſh, Mr. Stuart 
hath prepared a Mohawk tranſlation of St. 
Mark's Goſpel, a large and plain Expoſition 
of the Church Catechiſm, and a compendious 


Hiſtory of the Bible. But having now loſt the 


generous encourager of this and every good 
work, he applies to the Society for their 
aſſiſtance, and will not fail of obtaining it, 
when they are aſſured of the fidelity of the 
tranſlation, Mr. Stuart viſits Conajohare as 
frequently as poſſible. The Indians have ap- 
pointed a perſon from among themſelves to 
read the Service to them on Sundays; and the 
Society have empowered Mr. Stuart to pay 
him the annual Sum of 5. on their account. 
Mr. Stuart continues to preach regularly on 
Sunday afternoon to the white people, to the 
number of 100, and fometimes more. The 
number of communicants in his firſt letter 
is 22 Indian and 15 white; and in his laſt let- 


ter 17 Indian and 11 white ; baptiſms 37 white

Mr. Bloomer acquaints the Society with a 
conteſt in which he had been unhappily in- 
volved with his pariſh for the recovery of an 
annual ſalary of 60/4. raiſed by an act of the 
aſſembly for the benefit of the incumbent in- 
ducted by the Governor; and it is expected 
that his Excellency, Governor Tryon's de-

The people of Great Barrington have, with 


great vigor and chearfulneſs, very nearly 
finiſhed their church in an elegant manner. 
Mr. Boſtwick hath viſited the people at Ar- 
lington and Mancheſter, eighty miles to the 
northward, where he preached to numerous 
congregations, and in his journey baptiſed 39 
infants. Since July 1773 he hath baptiſed 
149, married 8 couple, and buried 1. He _

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firms the account given by many other miſ- 
fionaries of the peaceable behaviour of the 
members of the church of England, and of 
the ſteady fidelity and attachment to govern- 
ment, which they have uniformly preſerved, 
amidſt the confuſions of America. This be- 
haviour of the church-people, at the fame 
time that it does honour to themſelves and 
their clergy, hath expoſed the latter to much in- 
ſult and violence. 

Mr. Moſley, in a letter of May 1774, in 
which he notifies his reſignation of the miſſion 
of Johnſtown, gives this notitia: bapeiſms, 
white 32, black 15; marriages 4, burials 8. 

The Rev. Mr. Bowden was, in May laſt, 


appointed Miſſionary to Skeneſborough, in 


Charlotte county, in conſequence of Col. 
Skene's generous engagement to pay 25/. 
ſterling annually. to the miſſionary, until the 
people ſhould bind themſelves to that pay- 


ment, and even to make up their future de- 


ficiencies, if any ſuch ſhould be. But as 
that gentleman hath never repaired to his 
miſſion, but inſtead thereof hath accepted 
the miſhon of Newburgh from the eople;

authority, and to deter other Miſſionaries. from

The ſtate of the church in New Jerſey is of 
late become a very reſpectable one, through 
the charitable interpoſition of the Society. 
The Miffionaries are all unblameable in their 
conduct, and ſome of them eminently uſeful. 
Inſtead of the ſmall buildings, out of repair, 
in which the congregations uſed to aſſemble 
twenty years ago, they have now ſeveral 
that A a handſome appearance, both for 


ze and decent ornament, particularly at Bur- 


lington, Shrewſbury, New Brunſwick, and 
Newark; and all the reſt are in good re- 
pair: and the congregations in general appear 
to be as much improved as the churches they 
aſſemble inn, IF | 

The Society are indebted for this agreeable 
intelligence to their very excellent Miſſionary, 
Dr. Chandler, who likewiſe informs them, 
that inſtead of enlarging the old church at 
Eliſabeth Town, his congregacion have begun 
to build a new one, of eighty- five feet by 
fifty; the foundation of which was laid in 


November 1773, with an expectation of it's 


being entirely completed before the end of 
1774. The number of communicants is about 
80, 7 of whom were admitted between Chriſt- 
mas and Midſummer ; within which period 
the Doctor baptiſed 2 adults and 23 infants.

The Rev. Mr. Preſton's baptiſms at Amboy 
laſt year were 22, marriages 7, burials 12:

Mr. Blackwell writes that the congregation at 
each of his churches is ſomewhat increaſed, 
though he hath loſt one of his beſt families at 
Waterford by emigration. At Eafter his com- 
municants at Waterford were 6, at Green- 
wich 25. Mr. Cooke writes that his church, 


one of the moſt complete in the province, is 


at laſt entirely finiſhed and paid for, and that

Miſſionary, acquaints the Society that the 
church at Second River is in great forwardneſs, 
and would probably be finiſhed in the courſe 
of laſt ſummer.

The Rev. Mr. Abraham Beach's miſſion i is 
in a good ſtate, He endeavoureth by a kind 
and candid treatment to overcome 'the preju- 
dices. of the Diſſenters, and hath experienced 
the good effects of it in ſeveral inſtances. 
Baptiſms at New Brunſwick have been 37 
white and 4 black. At Piſcataqua 11 white 
and 2 black. He hath admitted ſeveral new 
communicants. Mr. Stuart, the Society's 
Schoolmaſter at Second River, now teacheth 
8 poor children on the Society's account. 
Four others have lately left the ſchool, and 
return. their grateful thanks to the Society. 
The Rev. Mr. Panton, of whoſe good cha- 


racter the Society received very ſatisfactory 


aſſurances, hath been appointed to the miſſion 
of Trenton. They hear with pleaſure that 
he daily riſes in the eſteem of his people; 
upon whoſe repreſentation of their own in- 
W 10 to make any ample proviſion for 
their Miniſter, and the recommendation of 
the clergy of the province, the Society, after 
having lowered his falary to 2 51. have deter- 
mined to fix it for the preſent at 300. a year. 
The Rev. Mr. Ogden officiates on Sun- 
days at the four ſeveral places, which he at- 
tended - as Catechiſt. On the week-days he 
hath preached not only in different * 
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his very extenſive miſſion, but freque ntly in 
Pennſylvania, and in the Counties of Morris 
and Bergan in New Jerſey; at which latter 
place, being forty miles 4. his reſidence, 
he baptiſed 14 children. He hath the ha 

pineſs to ſay, that the members of the "ira 
and many Diflenters of various denominations, 
conſtantly attend divine ' ſervice;'! that the 


happy effects of his labours already appear 
very viſibly in the lives and aber of 


his hearers; and that there is a fair proſpect 
of the growth of the church thus planted in 
this new, and. very lately ſavage, country. 
His catechumens are the fame as formerly: 
his communicants at preſent but 25. He hath 
buried 3, married 3 couple, baptiſed 144 white 
and 3 black infants and children, and 52 white 
and 10 black adults.

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Four letters have been received from the 


Rev. Mr. Reading, from which it appears 
that his miſſion is in a proſperous ſtate : he hath 
baptiſed 107 infants and 2 adults ; his com- 
municants are 56. At the requeſt of Gover- 
nor Eden, he had kindly undertaken the care 
of a vacant pariſh in Maryland, on condition 
that ſuch- a meaſure ſhould meet with the 
approbation of the Society. And although 
the Society do not think themſelves at liberty 
to oblige Governor Eden, on account of the 
liberal falary allowed to the Miſſionary at 
Apoquinimink, and the importance of that 
Miſfion ; they with 2 expreſs their 
approbation of Mr. —_— who behaved with 
reat honour and difintereſtedneſs in the whole 
of that bufinefs, and is a very diligent and re- 
Poctabte Mhonny en ZR 
Several letters have been received in the 
courſe of the year from the Rev. Dr. Smith, 
who writes that the new church of All Saints 
hath one of the largeſt congregations belong- 
ing to any of the miſſions in Philadelphia; 
and that he hath never known a more orderly 
ſet of people, or more punctual in attending 
divine worſhip. Upon the joint recom- 
mendation of Dr. Peters, Dr. Smith, and 
Mr. Duche, the Society have appointed Mr. 
Tingley to the Miflion of Lewes, vacated by 
Mr. Lyon's acceptance of a pariſh'in Virginia. 
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And they have the ſatisfaction to hear chat 
he is a diligent Miſſionary, and l ac- 
ceptable to his people. 

Mr. Currie hath baptiſed in the laſt year 
158 children and 5 adults, and hath 74 com- 
municants. 

In the two laſt years 286 infants and 9 
adults have been baptiſed by Mr. Magaw. 

An application hath been made to the Society 
to erect the churches of St. Paul's and Miſpil- 
lion into a miſſion, in favour of Mr. Sydenham 


Thorne. But as they received no letter from 
Mr. Magaw upon the ſubject, nor any recom- 


mendation of the meaſure from the clergy of 
the province, the Society have not com plied 
with the requeſt. Underſtanding, however, 


that Mr. Magaw is deſirous of confining his 


labours to his own proper miſſion, they have for 
the preſent permitted Mr. Thorne to officiate at 
St. Paul's and Miſpillion, and to receive the 
ſalary of 10/. before paid to Mr. Magaw for

The Rev. Mr. Lyon, late Miffionary at 
Lewes, acquaints the Society that between 
Eaſter and November he baptiſed 129 white 
and 6 black infants, 1 black and 16 white 
adults; and recommends the foreſt part of 
the miſſion to the attention of his ſucceſſor, 


the Rev. Mr. Tingley ; by whom the Society 


are informed that St. George's at Indian River, 
though not mentioned in former Abſtracts, is 


2 part of his miſſion; that he frequently 


officiates 
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officiates in an old ruinous church in the foreſt 
to a conſiderable number of poor people, who 
have no other opportunity of public worſhip; 
and he, does this often on Sundays, upon his 
return from St. George's, with great fatigue 
to himſelf, that he may not take them off 
from their labour in the buſy part of the year. 
During the Summer ſeaſon he frequently reads 
_ prayers, preaches, and baptiſes, on Mondays, 
in a private houſe, in Cedar-Creek Foreſt, on 
account of it's diſtance from the church. The 
three churches belonging to his miſſion are in 
general well filled, and the people very atten- 
tive. In each of them he adminiſters the 
ſacrament 4 times a year : his communicants 


are about 110; he hath baptiſed 202 white 


and 43 black children and infants, 6 white 
and 13 black adults; marriages 36, burials 14. 
On every Friday afternoon he catechiſes 


the children at Lewes, and hears them re- 


peat portions of the Pſalms, which he gives 
them to learn every week. After the Sun- 
day's evening ſervice he catechiſes the negrges 
in the church; and explains the Catechiſny to 

them in the moſt familiar manner. | 
The Rev. Mr. Barton aſſures the Society 
that his miſſion gains ſo much ground, as to 
require greater duties, than it is in the power 
of one perſon to perform. The churches are 
generally full: the congregation at Pequea in 
articular is much increaſed, and he is often 
obliged to. itinerate to a conſiderable diſtance 
to 
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to ſerve other congregations, who are conti- 
nually folliciting a thare of his labours. The 
Society may be aſſured that, as long as nature 
will ſupport him through theſe fatigues, his beft 
endeavours ſhall be exerted in the important 
charge committed to his care. In the laſt 
year he hath baptiſed 116 children and 9 
adults, and at Eaſter had 105 communicants. 
This worthy perſon adds, that the ſchool is 
under excellent regulations, and productive of 
much good]; and upon his recommendation the 
Society have appointed Mr. William Graham 
Schoolmeſter at Lancaſter, with the uſual ſa- 
lary, in the room of the late r 
Mr. Rathell, who hath reſigned. | 
Mr. Graham, in a letter dated June 1774. 
writes that he hath attended the ſchool for 
more than a year, and that 10 or 12 
children are regularly taught Reading, Writ- 
ing, Arithmetic, and the Church Catechiſm; 
and he aſſures the Society that he will con- 
tinue to perform his duty with diligence and 
fidelity. 
Three letters have been received from the 
Rev. Mr. Batwell, in the courſe of the year. 
The firſt notifies his arrival at York. The 
ſecond gives the following account of his 
miſſion: that the church at Vork is completed, 
is a moſt elegant building, and does honour 
to thoſe who had the care of erecting it; and 
that a veſtry hath been called to finiſh the 
inſide of the church at Carliſle. There is no 


houſe 


— 
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houſe or glebe at York or Carliſle. At Hun- 
tingdon, near the center of the miſſion, there 
is a log-church now repairing, and nearl 
finiſhed. It ſtands on the glebe, which 1s 
about two hundred acres; and near it is a 
wretched log-houſe, at preſent not habitable. 
He believes he (ſhall procure the repair of it, 
intends at his own coſt to erect outhouſes, 
plant fruit-trees, and incloſe a garden, and 
hopes by degrees to make it a comfortable ha- 
| bitation, as it is the Miſſionary's intereſt and 
duty to reſide there. Carliſle is more than 
thirty miles diſtant from Vork; between them 


run three confiderable rivers. There is no 


bridge over either of them, except the codorus, 
which paſſes by York; and yet divine ſervice 
is regularly performed at the three churches 
by turns, except in times of very high floods. 
Forty miles weſt of Carliſle, in the county of 
Cumberland, is a fettlement in a place called 
Path Valley, where the ſpiritual wants of the 
people are repreſented as very great. He is 
taught to expect an invitation to that place 
very ſhortly, and ſhall chearfully comply with 
it. From Mr. Batwell's third letter, written 
under a ſevere fit of the rheumatiſm, it appears 
that from Lady-day to Michaelmas he hath 
baptiſed 35 infants. 

The Rev. Mr. Murray's miſſion hath ſuffered 
by the death of ſome of it's principal mem- 
bers. The building of a church hath been 
poſtpaned by an additional expence W

It was expected that a 
parſonage-houſe would be built in four months 
from the date of his letter, and ſome neceſſary 
matters compleated in the church, which ſtands 
in the centre of the pariſh, and is about ninety- 
five miles diſtant from the metropolis. The 
pariſh is extenſive, containing, as he is in- 
formed, about 400 families, half of them 
Preſbyterians, in general poor and ignorant, 
and owing the chief of their religious know- 


ledge to illiterate Anabaptiſt teachers, with 


whom the back parts of the province are 
greatly. infeſted. Being lately arrived he hath 
baptiſed but'6 children, but is told that nearly 
„ 2 200 
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200 would be brought for baptiſm, if their 
arents were not terrified by 1 veral murders 
facly committed in thoſe par by the Indians. 
Not more than 60 have as yet attended divine 
ſervice. The number of communicants he 
fears will be ſmall for ſome time, but aſſures 
the Society that he will take My proper 


meaſure to increaſe it.

Two letters have been received from the 
Rev. Mr. Moſs, in the firſt of which he ap- 
pears to have baptiſed 13 white infants, and to 
have 42 communicants; and in the latter his 


daptiſms are 15 white and 2 black, and the 
numder 
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number of his communicants 43. The pariſh 
of St. John's, confiſting of — Iſland and 
Eleuthera, contains 1167 inhabitants. 

The Rev. Mr. Hunt, in his firſt letter dated 
February 4, 1774, laments the great mortality 
that hath happened in his pariſh from a malig- 
nant fever; he himſelf was then recovering 
from it. A Lieutenant and Enſign, the greateſt 
part of the garriſon, and many on board His 
Majeſty's ſnip Savage, upon that ſtation, were 
ſwept off by the diſtemper. For nearly four 


years he hath occaſionally attended at the 


garriſon, and on ſhip- board, without any al- 


lowance for that ſervice. The greateſt har- 


mony ſubſiſts in his pariſh. In his ſecond 
letter, dated June 24, he fays, that after an 
interval of health, they are threatened with a 
return of the ſickneſs, from the exceſſive heat of 
the climate. The repair of the church is com- 


pleted. It is an handſome ftone building in 


the town of Naſſau, which ſtands in the cen- 
ter of New Providence, an Iſland thirty miles 
in length, eight in breadth, and the whole of 
it the pariſh of Chriſt Church. The Eaſtern 
diſtrict of it, eight bad miles from the town, 
is very populous ; for the ſake of the aged and 
infirm, he vifits that part of his flock as fre- 
quently as he poffibly can. In the ſpace of 
one year he hath baptiſed 64 children and 1 
adult; buried 106; his communicants are 
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Mr. Lewis's ſchool conſiſts 16 33 i 
whom he teacheth from eight to twelve, and 
from two to five, and hath no other employ- 5 

ment. |

name and circumſtances, and to inſpect the
